IMPRESSIONS OF GERMANY. 
Herbert Bayard Swope, executive editor 
of the World, is just back from a visit to 
Germany, 
France 
and 
England. 
Mr. 
Swope knows Germany well and he was 
there for a long time during the war before 
America entered the conflict. 
Conditions 
at the present time, he says, are so confus­ 
ed that “the only sure thing about Ger­ 
many is that nothing is sure.” 
There is a 
great deal of activity, but because the mark 
js declining steadily in value, there is no in­ 
centive to save, and the result is “a wild 
orgy of spending.” 
The standard of living 
continues to decline steadily and “practi­ 
cally all Germany 
lives 
from 
hand to 
mouth” and “it is commonplace to see wo­ 
men of delicate 
breeding 
doing menial 
work.” 
Nearly all the field work on the 
farms is done by women. 
They toil from 
S£ven in the morning until six at night. 
“There is little hope in Germany,” Mr. 
Swope says, adding: 
“The minds of the 
people are confused.” 
He would not be 
surprised to see a return of monarchism. 
The present rulers are fearful “of bread 
riots and social revolution” but the existing 
danger would not necessarily be obviated 
even if the reparations question should be 
solved and the value of the mark stabiliz­ 
ed. If this should happen, says Mr. Swope, 
“the first consequence would be dislocation 
af industry due to the inability of Germany 
to sell cheaply in the 
foreign 
markets. 
Hence, unemployment would follow, since 
production would temporarily cease. 
Also 
the labor wage would 
be 
incompetent to 
produce as much as it does under inflation, 
since a shrinkage would come before any 
reduction in the cost of living would be ap­ 
parent.” 
- Mr. Swope’s impressions of conditions in 
France are only less pessimistic than those 
which he gathered respecting conditions in 
Germany. 
Of England 
he 
writes more 
hopefully and thinks that the British have 
shown an ability to adapt themselves to 
facts which France might 
well 
emulate. 
He thinks that Lloyd George’s leadership 
will probably last for some time yet. Lloyd 
George, he says, 
“is 
deeply 
concerned 
about Germany” and “convinced that a 
revolution 
impends 
there.” 
Curiously 
enough Mr. Swope finds that “in Germany 
Great Britain is easily the most popular of 
the foreign nations.” 
He says: 
“France 
is regarded as seeking only the destruction 
of Germany. 
America is considered to be 
false to its promises.” 
Mr. Swope is an exceptionally competent 
observer and the fact that he deliberately 
shuns sweeping conclusions lends added in­ 
terest to his highly intelligent impressions. 
*---------------- 


WEALTH FROM FORESTS. 
The time is not far off, according to Pro­ 
fessor Gunnar Anderson, 
writing 
in the 
American-Scandinavian Review, when the 
production of wealth from Sweden’s forests 
will equal the wealth produced by her agri­ 
culture. 
In fact, it seems highly probable 
that in the years to come Sw eden’s forests 
are going to mean a great deal more to her 
than her fields, because there are plenty 
of fields in other countries but compara­ 
tively few forests and the area of the latter 
is steadily diminishing. 
The Swedes, as 
Professor Anderson’s 
description 
shows, 
have wisely taken a look ahead and are 
preparing to profit 
from 
the 
conditions 
which the world is going to face when the 
iepletion of forests has rendered the lum­ 
ber shortage more acute than ever. 
The canny Swedes seem to be watching 


America with especial interest. 
They ap­ 
pear to be counting pretty confidently upon 
the early exhaustion 
of 
the 
remaining 
American forests. 
Then they will sell us 
lumber at high prices, but not in such quan­ 
tity as to exhaust their own lumber. 
Pro­ 
fessor Anderson indicates that Sweden has 
solved pretty completely 
the 
problem of 
maintaining her lumber supply. About half 
the area of the country is now covered by 
forests, and although lumbering has made 
some inroads upon the timber “the sk ill of 
the Swedish forester has replaced what the 
steam saw has taken.” 
Today lumbering 
in Sweden is carefully regulated. 
Young 
forests in full growth cannot b e cu t, fire 
p r e v e n tio n is p r a c tic e d e ffic ie n tly b y S w e d ­ 
ish forest guards, owners of private lands 
are compelled to grow 
new 
trees where 
trees are cut. 
Professor Anderson says that “the future 
of Sweden lies in her forests.” 
That seems 
a perfectly safe prediction. It will be upset 
only if the rest of the world and especially 
America wake up at once to the impending 
lumber famine and reverse their present 
policy of destroying forests without replac­ 
ing them. 
That such an awakening will 
come at some time is certain, but it will 
hardly come swiftly enough to deprive the 
Swedes of the fruit of their foresighted­ 
ness. 


THE ELEMENTAL PASSION. 


From the Kansas City Journal. 


The maternal instinct, which in human 
beings has been raised to a piane that links 
it with divinity, is a proverbial passion in 
the lower animals. 
Who shall say that it is 
not the same in both, in the last analysis, or 
that it is less beautiful in one than in the 
other? 
At any rate, it cannot be defied by hu­ 
man beings in their treatment of animals 
with impunity, 
as 
two Parsons, Kansas, 
women have just learned. 
Endeavoring to 
separate a cow from her calf, the women 
were attacked by the former and suffered 
broken arms. 
One cannot escape the suggestion that 
their own sex should have taught them the 
danger of disregarding 
the 
maternal in­ 
stinct, outraged by the separation which 
the animal mother could not understand 
and which she resisted in the only manner 
that came within the sphere of her possible 
action. 
She blindly fought for her young, as any 
mother worthy of the name fights, whether 
human or animal. 
There is a pathos in this manifestation of 
the elemental instinct which is not to be 
evaded and which speaks, in the universal 
language of maternity, a warning of both 
the physical peril and the moral callous­

da of bolshevism.” 
One newspaper, he said, went so 
far as to accuse him of making 
a 
secret inquiry of bolshevism activi­ 
ties in Russia for the United States 
government and of turning traitor to 
his informants. 
Bielaski said it was a “scream'

over him. “To illustrate,” he said, ‘‘I 
was accustomed to visiting a certain 
building in Mexico City, and I ha*d 
made a practice of coming out the 
front door upon leaving the place.

“The men holding me for ransom” 
he continued, “were literally scared 
to death, as were the soldiers pur* 
suing them. One of the 
party of 
bandits had been sent out to get th§ 
money which was being sent to ob­ 
tain my release, but a lot of soldiers 
were seen and they took me further 
back into the mountains. Part of the 
time we spent out rn the open and 
part of the time in a cave at Cacft* 
jaumelta.” 
At the time Bielaski was captured* 
he and Mrs. Bielaski, with a lawyer, 
and the lawyer’s American wife were 
on a trip to a huge cave near Caca- 
jaumelta, which tourists are advised 
to see. Bielaski was taken away af* 
ter Mrs. Bielaski was told he would 
be killed if the ransom was not paid 
by a certain date. 
Mrs. Bielaski and the rest of the 
party were taken off on the side of 
the road and robbed of all of theft 
money. 
Mrs. Bielaski outwitted the 
bandits by. concealing her diamond* 
rings in her mouth.

CHICAGO, August 23.—“It’s a sor­ 
ry day for Ireland.”

Patrick Collins is a 
sergeant on the Chicago police force. 
“I can’t say it is as much of a 
shock to me as it might be,” he said.

me that if I did get the news that 
he had been killed to know that ha 
had died like a Collins and fighting 
for Ireland.

Louis factories produced more than 
half of all the boots and shoes manu­ 
factured in Missouri in 1920, reports 
to the state bureau of labor statis­ 
tics indicate. 
The 
labor 
bureau is 
tabulating shoe statistics 
gathered 
from all over the state for the forth­ 
coming issue of the Red Book to 
be 
published this fall. 
Thirty-two factories in 
St. 
Louis 
manufactured goods estimated to be 
worth $90,942,833 in 1920, 
according 
to the bureau of labor statistics. Sal* 
aries paid to 13.454 employes of the 
St. Louis factories amounted to $15,- 
035,688. 
Five thousand one hundred 
and thirty of the employes were w'o- 
men, the statistics show. 
Jefferson CUy ranked second as an 
individual shoe production 
city 
ac­ 
cording to the value of the products, 
reports indicate. 
In the capital city 
during 1920 six factories produced 
shoes valued at $8,511,788 and paid 
1,281 employes $909,911 
in 
wages. 
Five hundred and 
twenty 
women 
were listed among the employes. St. 
Joseph with an output valued at only 
one-third that of Jefferson City, paid 
nearly half as much in 
wages, 
but 
this is said to be due to the fact that 
the Jefferson City statistics include 
factories employing prison labor at 
the state penitentiary. 
St. Joseph with 
three 
factories 
ranked third among the shoe cities 
of the 
state. 
Four hundred 
and 
Itw’enty-six workers there 
produced 
$2,922,340 worth of booths and shoes 
and wrere paid $463,868 for their la­ 
bor.

en and 287 were men,

from that city stated. 
Capital inves­ 
ted there in shoe factories is given 
as $523,609. 
Carthage had one

j than St. Joseph during 1920, its re­ 
ports show, but the small city ranked 
fourth in the production of shoes be­ 
cause the total value of the manufac­ 
tured products was $1,481,373. Salar­ 
ies paid to Carthage workers reach­ 
ed $255,936.

mon dangers and newr methods of common 
action. 
During its first two years, in a 
period of unparalleled difficulty, its posi­ 
tive achievement has been distinctly credit­ 
able, far wider in scope and greater in bulk 
than its best friends dreamed possible. 
In 
spite of all cynicism, all gibes, all remorse­ 
less criticism, it has become a real influ­ 
ence in the world and has won for itself a 
distinct place in the confidence and hope of 
many peoples. 
That confidence will not 
easily b* shaken, and that hope is a grim 
and determined hope, for, if the league 
proves a blunt and ineffective instrument, 
there is nothing ahead of us except despair 
in the fact oI new wars.

ANOTHER UGLY TARIFF SCANDAL. 


The New York World has printed an ex­ 
tended interview with Henry A. Rubino, 
connected with some of the important 
sugar interests of Cuba, in which Rubino 
charged that Senator Reed Smoot of Utah 
attempted last January to bribe or compel 
the sugar people in Cuba to limit their crop 
to 2,500,000 tons, saying that if they would 
do this the tariff on Cuban sugar would be 
reduced from $1.60 to $1.40 and that if 
they did not do what he asked they would 
“get a terrifically high tariff.” 
Rubino’s 
story was a lengthy one and entered into 
details as to various schemes which he de­ 
clared were attempted by the beet sugar 
interests of this country to raise the price 
cif sugar following the general liquidation 
which took place in the fall of 1920. 
The 
whole story is an ugly one but its main fact 
is that, according to Rubino, the beet sugar 
Vidustry was determined 
to 
recover the 
fosses which had been caused by fluctua­ 
tion and that after trying various expedi­ 
ents without success the scheme of forcing 
Cuba to limit the size of its sugar crop wa3 
determined upon. 
According to Rubino, 
Major General Crowder carried the propo­ 
sition from Smoot to the Cubans. General 
Crowder denies this as “maliciously false.” 
According to the World, however, Senator 
Smoot does not deny, but on the other hand 
admits, that he did make such a suggestion 
as Rubino alleges. 
Rubino declares that Senator Smoot not 
only owns stock himself in the Utah-Idaho 
Sugar Company, but is the representative 
and spokesman 
of the Mormon 
church, 
which 
he 
claims 
is 
heavily 
inter­ 
ested in this huge company, of which Sena­ 
tor Smoot’s brother is general sales mana­ 
ger. 
The Minneapolis Journal, one of the 
most responsible newspapers in the middle 
w^est, declared a few* weeks ago that it was 
impossible for anyone to be elected to the 
senate from Utah who was ro t acceptable 
to the Mormon church. 
However, this may be, the indisput­ 
able fact is that Senator Smoot was suc­ 
cessful in jamming through the senate an 
increase of the tariff on Cuban sugar from 
$1.60 to $1.84 per hundred pounds. 
The 
tariff on sugar imported from other coun­ 
tries than Cuba was increased from $2 to 
$2.31 per hundred pounds. If these figures 
fitand— as the probability is that they will 
—the result will 
be, according 
to 
the 
World, an increase in the price of sugar 
from 7 cents a pound to 13 or 14 cents a 
pound. 
On an annual consumption 
of 


Secretary of W ar Weeks says that not 
only in Massachusetts should there be no 
reduction 
of the 
number 
of 
troops in 
Hawaii and the Canal zone, but that the 
garrisons should be increased. “The army 
is convinced,” he says “that there should be ! 
even more troops in Panama. 
It is abso-! 
lutely 
essential 
that the Canal Zone be 
fully protected at all times against any pos­ 
sible contingency or attack.” A most care­ 
ful study is now’ being made, the secretary 
said, of all possible methods of defending 
the Canal against attacks from any quar- 
ter. 
Mr. Weeks pointed out that whereas 
there are now only 7,000 soldiers in the 
Canal Zone and 12,000 in Hawaii, the gen -1 
eral staff believes that there should be at 
least one division (26,000) men at each of 
these two posts. This, he said, is practical-; 
ly the unanimous opinion of the war de­ 
partment. 
The opinion 
of the 
war 
department 
seems, however, to be of less practical im­ 
portance than the opinion of congress. 
As 
matters now stand, it is congress, not the 
war department, which will determine the 
size of the 
garrisons 
maintained in the 
Canal Zone and 
Hawaii 
and 
all other 
points outside of the United States proper. 
It is true that house has stricken from the 
army appropriation bill the provision lim­ 
iting the right of the president to determine 
the size of these army garrisons; but it ap­ 
pears that this has been done upon the un­ 
derstanding that without any special pro­ 
vision the president would recognize the 
authority of congress. 
It seems almost incredible that such an 
understanding should exist among mem­ 
bers of congress, but Secretary Weeks him­ 
self practically asserts that it does exist. 
It is quite incredible that the president has 
given congressmen any grounds for such an 
understanding. 
The secretary of war is at 
pains to declare that there is not the slight­ 
est disposition on the part of the executive, 
branch of the government to admit that 
congress possesses any right under the con- J 
stitution to interfere with the president’s 
prerogatives as commander-in-chief with 
respect to the distribution of troops. 
Yet it appears that congress believes 
that the president has co n ch ed that right 
and it appears that it was iff return of the 
army bill was stricken out. Here is an ex­ 
traordinary 
situation 
indeed, 
and one 
which should be cleared up speedily, espe­ 
cially toi view of the war department’s em­ 
phatic and soundly based demand for lar­ 
ger garrisons in the Canal Zone and Ha-* 
waii. 
Congress holds the 
purse 
strings, 
and unless its present pretensions can be 
broken and effectually disposed of, it can 
prohibit, in fact 
if not 
in 
words, 
the 
strengthening of our vital outlying posts . 
which is so much needed.

The month Chisleu corresponds to 
our December. It was while perform­ 
ing his duty as cupbearer to the Per­ 
sian king. 
While in this important 
(position there entered into his heart 
a desire to honor God and do good to 
his people. 
A young man can be true 
to God in any position in life if he 
sets his heart on Jesus Christ and 
communes with Him by prayer and 
study of God’s word. 
A man may 
be elevated to a high position, prosper 
in business, and yet live a life un­ 
spotted from the world.

2. 
By Whom (v. 2). 
Ills brother 
Hanuni and certain men of Judah 
brought him the news. 
His inquiry 
shows that though he was prosperous 
lie did not forget his unfortunate breth­ 
ren. 
We should never let our success 
and well-being shut out sympathy for 
the oppressed and suffering. 
3. 
The Nature of the Distress (v. 3). 
Tile wall of Jerusalem was broken 
jdown. 
Its gates were burned with 
;fire and the remnant of the captives 
were in great affliction and reproach. 
II. Nehemiah’s Scrrow (v. 4). 
The news of his brethren’s distress 
greatly 
moved 
Nehemiah. 
He 
sat 
down and wept and mourned several 
days. 
He fasted and prayed before 
God. 
God’s people are so essentially 
lone that the affliction and shame of 
the one is the affliction and shame of 
all. 
No one will ever do much to help 
a distressed people who does not deep­ 
ly feel their desolation. 
Nehemiah’s 
sorrow was not the kind that says “I 
pity you” and goes on in ways of sel­ 
fishness without making an effort to 
help. True pity expresses itself in an 


effort to help. 
III. Nehemiah’s Prayer (vv. 5-11). 
• 
He knew where to go for help. 
He 
took the matter upon his heart to God 
in prayer. 
The first and best way to 
help others Is to pray for them. Nehe- 
jmiah did not merely pray; he left his 
;place at the Persian court and jour­ 
neyed to Jerusalem and took hold with 
his own hands. Our prayers and tears 
must be translated into definite action 
If we would be of real help to others.

We should specify the sins 
which we have committed. Most peo­ 
ple when praying are too general In 
J their confessions.

He Pleads God’s Promises (w . 8, 
9). 
In our praying we should remind 
|God of His own words. 
It is when 
iHis words abide in us that we can 
Intelligently pray (John 15:17).

[we would be successful in our praying 
’we should fill our minds with God’s 
promises.

6. He Pleads Relationship (v. IO). 
He reminds God that they were His 
children by redemption. 
Those who 
are in. Christ are God’s children by 
redemption through His precious blood. 
The child has a claim upon Its father. 
God’s children have a claim upon Him.

It was Intercessory Prayer (v.ll). 
With intense earnestness he definitely 
prayed that God would give him favor 
before the king in order that he might 
be enabled to help his people.

DIVORCE GRANTED 
MISSION 
WORKER

ORAND RAPIDS, Mich., August 26. 
Judge Major L. Dunam of Superior 
court today awarded a decre of abso­ 
lute divorce to Melvin E. Trotter, 
superintendent of the Grand Rapids 
City Rescue Mission, and nationally 
known evangelist. He dismissed the 
suit 
for 
separate 
maintenance 
brought by Mrs. Trotter. 
He held 
Mrs. Trotter’s charges that her hus­ 
band had been unfaithful and that 
he had treated her cruelly had not 
been substantiated by evidence. 
The court also held there was no 
evidence to substantiate the charges 
of Mrs. Trotter that her husband was 
the father of a child born in July, 
1817, to Miss Florence Moody, sec­ 
retary and bookkeeper at the rescue 
mission, or that he had conducted 
himself with other women in an un­ 
becoming manner. 
The Judge in hi9 opinion declared 
he believed Mrs. Trotter was actu­ 
ated in filnig her suit for separate 
maintenance by the fact “that she 
never has been able to persuade the 
defendant to confess that he was the 
father of the Moody child.” 
The court, in his opinion, holds 
Mrs. Trotter herself guilty of ex­ 
treme cruelty by circulating stories 
to the effect that her husband was 
the father of the Moody child. 
As permanent alimony Mrs. Trot­ 
ter is given the Trotter home and an 
adjoining house, rentals from which 
amount to $125 a month. 
Mrs. Trotter filed suit for separ­ 
ate maintenance several months ago 
and her husband countered with a 
suit for absolute divorce.

Foremen did not 
care what became of their men after 
working hours jis t so they showed 
up the nevt morning for wo”k.

scab can get a pass any time, any­ 
where, regardless. Strikers received

mcnths. unless he would swear to 
sickness or death, a foreign pass 
once each year. 
“Funny isn’t it? The railroads got 
the habit of violating the decisions of 
the labor board and they can’t stop. 
They violate downward in the case of 
the strikers and upwards

If they stick strictly to the 
decisions of the labor board, no more, 
no less, the.

not have the 
scabs. 
They would not need them. 
They would have the old force of 
skilled reliable men working.
